Workers  look  after  the 
fields,  the  barns,  the  animals,  and  the 
machinery.

“It’s  important  to  have  a  shopping  list 
when  we  go  to  town.  We  have  to 
remember  all  the  things  we  need  to  buy.  If 
we  forget  something,  we  have  to  wait  until 
the  next  trip.  In  town,  we  see  the  people 
who  help  us.  The  veterinarian  is  a  very 
important  person.  She  helps  us  care  for 
our  animals.  There’s  a  doctor  in  town,  too. 
There  isn’t  a  hospital.  If  there’s  an 
emergency,  the  town  ambulance  takes 
people  to  the  city  hospital.”

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TRAVEL 


Farms  are  often  far  apart  from  each  other. 
They  are  often  far  from  towns  and  cities, 
too.  Cars  and  trucks  are  very  important  on 
farms.  Farm  people  usually  have  to  drive 
from  place  to  place. 

How  do  people  travel  inside  your 
neighbourhood?  How  do  things  and  ideas 
travel  inside  your  neighbourhood? 
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“My  friend  lives  in  the  country,  too.  But 
her  family  doesn’t  live  on  a  real  farm. 

Their  lot  is  too  small.  They  have  a  big 
house,  some  horses,  and  a  garden.  We  go 
to  school  together.  Our  school  is  in  town. 
Every  morning,  the  school  bus  picks  us  up 
at  the  end  of  her  lane.  We  stay  at  school 
all  day.  I  take  my  lunch  in  my  new  lunch 
pail.  If  we  stay  after  school  for  activities, 
someone  has  to  pick  us  up.” 

How  do  children  get  to  school  in  your 
neighbourhood? 
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RULES 


Farm  neighbourhoods  have  rules.  There 
are  rules  about  watching  out  for  animals 
on  the  roads.  Farm  families  have  rules, 
too.  Children  should  not  play  near  farm 
machinery.  Farm  machinery  is  large  and 
can  be  very  dangerous. 

What  kinds  of  safety  rules  are  there  in 
your  neighbourhood? 
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CHANGE/HISTORY 


Farms  change.  Sometimes,  farmers  build 
new  buildings  and  get  more  animals. 
Farmers  can  change  the  things  they  grow. 
They  can  buy  land  to  make  their  farms 
bigger.  They  can  sell  their  farms  to  towns 
and  cities  that  need  more  land.  The  towns 
and  cities  can  build  new  neighbourhoods 
on  the  farm  land  they  buy.
